Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 

u  Good  times  and  bad  times  and  all  times  pass  over.”  So 
says  Charles  Kingsley,  and  so  we,  learning  from  his  greater 
experience,  are  willing  and  anxious  to  believe,  for  during  this 
last  year  of  1920  we  have  had  u  Bad  times  and  all  times,”  and 
according  to  his  proverb  it  is  now  in  order  that  u  Good  times  ” 
should  be  at  hand. 

The  record  for  the  year  past,  especially  during  the  winter 
months,  was  decidedly  sad  and  depressing,  as  in  less  than  a  week 
four  deaths  occurred  among  our  patients,  three  of  whom  had 
been  under  our  care  for  the  past  four  or  five  years.  A  sweep¬ 
ing  attack  of  influenza  laid  low  many  of  our  working  household, 
and  what  with  the  ice  and  snow  and  zero  weather,  our  condition 
was  more  or  less  isolated  and  deplorable. 

By  the  time  February  came  to  an  end  we  were  all  fairly 
recovered  and  the  pendulum  of  ordinary  life  swung  back  to 
normal  conditions.  Aunt  Fanny  kept  up  her  health  and  spirit 
through  it  all,  though  of  one  of  those  who  died  she  said  quite 
feelingly,  u  Lucy  was  my  friend,”  for  they  had  sat  together  side 
by  side  for  many  years.  Among  our  monthly  visitors  is  a  club 
of  young  colored  girls,  u  The  Sunshine  Club,”  who  come  once 
a  month  and  sing  and  bring  little  gifts  for  each  inmate,  and 
hearing  of  Aunt  Fanny’s  great  age,  they  celebrated  her  113th 
birthday  by  presenting  her  with  an  ode  written  by  one  of  their 
number,  and  a  gold  medal  given  by  their  Society  to  all  who 
attain  the  century  mark,  making  her  a  full  member.  This 
medal  is  now  worn  every  day,  and  Aunt  Fanny  is  the  sunniest 
member  of  them  all. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  feel  that  during  the  last  year  many 
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more  of  the  colored  people  are  being  interested  in  our  work, 
showing  their  interest  in  most  substantial  ways.  Several 
Churches  and  Clubs  have  sent  us  money  donations  of  value 
and  Donation  Day  supplies,  and  among  the  Free  Masons  and 
Odd  Fellows  a  number  of  the  Lodges  are  sending  us  annually 
such  amounts  as  they  can  spare  after  their  many  sick  calls  and 
appropriations.  The  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle  have  also  been 
more  active  than  ever  before,  not  only  providing  for  and  conduct¬ 
ing  a  table  at  our  Annual  Fair  at  the  Vendome,  but  also  making 
provision  for  next  year’s  needs.  Their  President,  Mrs.  Eliza  J. 
Benjamin,  always  our  warm  friend,  personally  contributing  a 
sum  sufficient  for  endowing  a  day’s  support.  Honorable  men¬ 
tion  must  also  be  made  of  the  Head  Waiters  and  their  associates 
at  “The  Vendome,”  “Young’s,”  and  the  “Parker  House,” 
each  group  sending  us  annually  our  dinners  for  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  and  Easter. 

Last  year,  in  view  of  the  many  “  drives  ”  of  all  sorts  and 
also  because  of  our  great  need,  we  thought  it  well  to  try  what 
we  could  accomplish  in  that  way,  so  we  started  most  humbly, 
by  sending  out  an  appeal  for  $1000.  Of  that  amount  we 
realized  only  $650,  most  of  which  we  have  expended  on  stairs 
of  different  kinds  and  in  different  places,  all  combining  to  carry 
us  in  safety  and  comfort  from  our  front  gate  to  the  top  of  the 
house,  our  eight-legged  piazza,  though  still  a  bit  “rickety,” 
holding  its  own  as  a  resting  place  on  the  way  up.  Only  twenty- 
one  cents  remain  in  our  coffer  from  the  “  Repair  Fund,”  our 
Liberty  Bond  not  yet  maturing,  being  kept  on  deposit  towards 
investment  for  permanent  income. 

The  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Inc.,  is 
still  continuing  our  friend  and  benefactor  to  the  extent  again 
this  year  of  $1000,  and  our  constant  wish  for  this  corporation 
is  that  many  gifts  may  come  their  way,  to  be  so  well  and  wisely 
administered  for  the  benefit  of  all  worthy  charities. 
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The  Donation  Day  in  May,  the  Fair  at  The  Vendome  in 
November,  and  our  Christmas  Tree  festival  at  the  Home,  during 
the  Christmas  holiday,  were  as  usual  arranged  for  by  the  Ladies 
of  the  Aid  Association  and  carried  out  so  wonderfully  and  so 
well  as  to  secure  for  us  all  real  pleasure  and  profit.  The  weekly 
visits  of  different  members  of  the  Association,  who  take  it  in 
turn,  two  each  month,  serve  to  make  our  household  quite 
familiar  with  them  all,  and  the  gifts  of  flowers,  fruit,  and  sweets, 
which  always  accompany  these  visits,  add  greatly  to  their  pleasure 
and  excitement.  As  our  bankers  and  money  lenders  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  is  invaluable,  and  our  monthly  budget  would  be  very 
incomplete  without  their  check  for  $150,  which  never  fails  to 
appear  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  and  when  occasion  needs, 
or  request  is  made,  a  second  check  has  helped  us  out  of  a  tight 
place.  All  these  kindnesses  call  for  our  constant  thanks. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  sent  us  this  year  thir¬ 
teen  carriage  drive  orders,  to  which  is  attached,  not  as  of  old,  a 
pair  of  sleepy  horses,  but  two  hours  of  a  motor  drive,  and 
though  at  first  there  were  some  timid  passengers  who  feared 
u  to  launch  away,”  now  there  are  always  plenty  waiting  for  the 
drive. 

The  Boston  and  Jamaica  Plain  Needlework  Guilds  have  as 
usual  sent  us  supplies  of  clothing,  but  on  the  whole  we  have 
received  fewer  donations  of  wearing  apparel  than  in  years  past. 
One  does  not  begrudge  what  is  sent  to  the  poor,  naked  chil¬ 
dren  and  women  in  Europe,  but  as  Mr.  Hoover  says,  u  No 
poor  person  in  this  country  should  need  food  or  clothing.”  Our 
coal  fund  is  still  far  from  complete,  and  though,  thank  God,  we 
have  a  mild  winter,  still  we  must  keep  the  fires  burning  and 
our  coal  bins  full. 

In  the  fashionable  Churches  in  Paris  at  the  most  solemn 
part  of  the  Mass,  suddenly  is  seen  the  Beadle  in  his  cocked  hat 
and  chains  of  office,  advancing  from  the  Chancel  with  stately 
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steps  striking  three  blows  with  his  great  mace  along  the  echoing 
aisles,  crying  with  that  stately  voice  of  authority,  u  For  the 
Poor.”  u  For  the  Poor.”  Courteously  in  his  wake  follows  the 
Cure ,  alms  bag  in  hand  and  a  u  Merci  ”  on  his  lips.  What  cry 
could  ring  more  truly  or  at  a  better  time,  for  behind  the  courte¬ 
ousness  of  the  Cure  one  sees  the  outstretched  hands,  the  name¬ 
less  and  unnumbered  needs  of  the  poor,  who  themselves  are 
silent  and  invisible,  as  at  the  Hoover  Dinners.  Dear  readers, 
we  have  no  beadle  in  gorgeous  chains  of  office  to  precede  us 
as  we  venture  forth  to  beg,  no  one  to  arrest  your  attention  by 
the  echoing  blows  from  a  splendid  mace,  no  strong  voice  to  cry 
out  for  your  help  for  our  poor,  and  so  in  our  feeble  way  we 
have  to  make  that  appeal  ourselves,  to  beg  you  to  come  to  our 
help,  for  there  are  still  many  poor.  u  They  shall  never  cease 
out  of  the  land.”  At  the  appeal  in  the  Paris  Church  it  is  often 
small  sums  indeed  that  are  placed  in  the  Cure  s  alms  bag,  but  it 
is  the  number  of  these  small  sums  that  makes  his  quest  from  the 
altar  more  than  worth  while.  For  the  Poor!  For  the  Poor! 
dear  friends  and  readers,  we  hold  out  our  little  bag  for  your 
alms,  and  if  only  each  one  of  you  will  put  in  a  small  sum  your 
charity  will  be  blessed  and  our  needs  will  be  supplied.  The 
most  practical  answer  to  the  appeal  would  be  many  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions,  large  or  small,  that  being  the  most  sure  and  ever 
ready  means  of  support.  u  And  here  will  I  make  an  end.  If 
I  have  done  well,  and  as  is  fitting  the  story,  it  is  that  which 
I  desired,  but  if  slenderly  and  meanly  it  is  that  which  I  could 
attain  unto.”

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Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

Sister  Vera’s  admirable  report  of  the  year  just  ended  at 
the  Home  makes  it  unnecessary  for  the  Ladies’  Aid  to  give  any 
detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Home.  We  do  wish,  how¬ 
ever,  to  emphasize  the  pressing  need  of  increased  subscriptions 
and  donations. 

So  many  good  people  in  Boston  are  deeply  interested  in 
Colored  work  in  the  South  that  they  do  not  realize  how  very 
great  the  need  is  at  home  for  these  poor  sick  women,  many  of 
whom  would  have  to  end  their  days  in  the  almshouse  were 
it  not  for  the  shelter  the  Home  affords  them.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  our  many  friends  for  their  kindness  and  generosity  in 
helping  us  at  all  times,  but  we  want  to  add  to  their  number. 
It  will  then  not  be  so  hard  to  make  both  ends  meet  if  we  can 
be  sure  of  new  subscriptions. 

The  Home  is  run  with  the  greatest  care  and  economy,  but 
bills  must  be  paid,  and  invalids  must  be  kept  warm  and  com¬ 
fortable.  Each  year  a  large  coal  bill  confronts  us,  for  which  we 
are  obliged  to  make  a  special  appeal  in  The  Transcript.  As 
an  Association,  our  duty  is  to  help  the  Sister  in  charge  of  the 
Home  over  the  rough  places,  but  we  are  powerless  to  do  this 
without  the  aid  of  our  friends.  Please  help  us. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  Bishop  Lawrence’s 
endorsement  of  the  work  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret  at  the 
Home  which  you  will  find  printed  on  the  cover.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica's 
Home  Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifica¬ 
tions  satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations 
of  individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devices. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually, 
and  to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from 
time  to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home,  said  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaiet’s 
Sisters. 

3.  In  any  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case 
for  any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect 
the  income  of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said 
Trust  Company  to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese 
of  Massachusetts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by 
the  Society  of  St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws 
of  Massachusetts  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St. 
Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors, 
if  any.
